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REMARKS /ARGUMENTS 

1. In the above referenced Office Action, the Examiner 
rejected claims 17-18 under 35 USC § 102 (e) as being 
anticipated by Jiang et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,711,710). 
Claims 17-18 have been cancelled without prejudice to the 
subject matter contained therein. The applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration and the allowability 
of claims 1-16 and 19-28. 
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Applicants thank the Examiner for the allowance of 
claims 1-16 and 19-28, The rejected claims 17-18 have been 
cancelled without prejudice. For the foregoing reasons, 
the applicants respectfully request that claims 1-16 and 
19-28 be passed to allowance.
